The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: They are drawn to 
compounds of formula I and methods of treating various disorders by administering 
compound of formula I. Formula I is the only special technical feature shared among 
the various groups. However, compounds of formula I are already known in the art, for 
example the reference Rips et al. which is included with Applicant's form PTO-1449. 
Therefore any special technical feature that distinguishes the claimed invention over the 
prior art must relate to either specific derivatives of formula I or specific therapeutic 
methods of using compounds of this formula. 

However, the various methods of groups ll-VII have no special technical feature in 
common over the prior art because the disorders being treated are independent and 
distinct. These various classes of disorders are recognized in the art as being caused 
by different physiological mechanisms and being treatable by different therapeutic 
methods. A method of treating multiple classes of disorders from this list is thus not a 
special technical feature over the prior art. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 

inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 

and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not
